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During  the  year  the  preparative  machinery  for  the 
reorganisation  of  the  National  Health  Service  came  into  "being. 
In  July,  Regional  and  Area  Joint  Liaison  Committees  were  set 
up  and  Working  Groups  formed  for  the  compilation  of  data  for 
the  information  of  the  Shadov/  Authorities  ivhen  appointed. 

It  is  expected  that  the  appointment  of  these  Authorities 
will  take  place  in  the  early  Autumn  of  next  year  and  that  the 
appointment  of  Senior  Officers  to  them  will  follav  shortly 
afterv/ards.  At  the  same  time  lists  of  staff  for  transfer 
on  the  appointed  day  will  "be  prepared  by  their  employing 
Authorities. 

In  our  own  Division  v/e  have  begun  a process  of  combining 
staffs  from  both  the  Pontefract  and  Castleford  offices  in 
order  to  produce  a single  working  unit.  This  v/ill  help  to 
ensure  a smooth  transfer  of  our  activities  to  the  new  service.

Diabetic  Liaison 

The  arrangement  whereby  a Health  Visitor  attends  at  the  Diabetic 
clinics  held  at  the  Castleford  Hightown  Hospital  and  Pontefract 
General  Infirmary  continuedo  She  is  able  to  discuss  v/ith  the 
Hospital  staff  , every  aspect  of  cars  required  by  the  patients  v/ho  attend. 
Arrangements  are  made  for  the  patients  to  be  visited  subsequently 
either  by  a Health  Visitor  or  District  Nursing  Sister. 


Geriatric  Liaison 

Tv;o  Health  Visitors  attend  a case  conference  each  week  at 
Headlands  Hospital?  Pontefract?  where  the  progress  of  the  patient  and 
his  social  needs?  are  discussed?  so  that  arrangements  can  be  made 
for  the  provision  of  any  service  from  my  Department  to  be  available 
when  the  patient  returns  home.

Home  ITursing  Service 

All  the  District  Hurses  working  in  the  Divisional  area  are 
attached  to  individual  medical  practices  or  groups  of  practices  rather 
than  v/orking  on  an  area  "basis.  This  system  has  worked  extremely  v/ell 
and  the  closer  c cooperation  hetv/een  the  doctors  and  nurses  has  "been 
more  satisfactory  both  to  them  and  to  the  patients. 

A large  number  of  different  items  of  equipment  for  loan  to  patients 
being  nursed  at  home  is  available  in  the  Division.  These  include 
wheelchairs,  walking  aids,  bed  pans,  rubber  sheets,  commodes,  beds, 
mattresses,  foam  rings,  hydraulic  hoists,  etc.  Du-ring  the  year 
1,995  issues  of  such  equipment  were  made. 

The  tendency  to  use  disposable  materials  has  continued  and  nov/adays 
disposable  catheters,  urine  bottles  and  sputum  mugs  are  being  used. 

The  issue  of  disposable  paper  sheets  to  incontinent  patients  has  increased 
considerably.  These  are  a great  help  to  the  relatives  who  v/ould  otherwise 
be  faced  with  large  amounts  of  unpleasant  daily  washing.

Day  and  Night Nursing  Service 

A limited  service  is  provided  in  cases  where  an  emergency  arises 
during  the  terminal  stages  of  illness  to  help  relatives  xvho  have  "been 
faced  with  prolonged  periods  caring  for  patients.  This  enables  them 
to  get  a few  nights  sleep  without  interruption.  The  staff  employed 
can  either  he  trained  nurses  or  "sitters-in"5  depending  on  the  needs 
of  the  patient. 

During  the  year  help  was  given  in  10  cases  which  received  a total 
of  792  hours  help.

The  proportion  of  home  confinements  was  about  16^  of  the  total 
births. 

Early  discharges  from  hospitals  and  maternity  homes  and  the 
investigation  of  home  circumstances  of  mothers  booked  for  4S  hour 
discharge  continue  to  impose  a considerable  amount  of  visiting  on 
the  midwives.  They  also  attend  the  Mothercraft  and  Relaxation 
classes  held  at  Health  Centres  and  Clinics  in  the  Division.

Health  Education 


There  has  been  an  overall  increase  in  the  amount  of  health 
education  undertaken  in  the  Division  despite  shortage  of  staff 3 particularly 
of  Health  Visitors.  The  new  qualified  Health  Visitors  have  been  given 
guidance  and  support,  and  the  older  members  of  staff  encouragement  to 
undertake  some  health  education  activity. 

Developments  during  1972  have  been^- 

1.  The  increasing  use  of  the  exhibitions  stocked  at  Central  Office. 

These  were  used  in  clinics  and  health  centres,  and  the  schools 
encouraged  to  send  children  to  the  clinics  to  see  these  exhibitions, 
followed  by  a talk  from  the  staff. 

2*  A start  was  made  on  a programme  for  the  children  in  Infants  Schools. 

The  response  was  encouraging,  and  it  is  intended  to  offer  this  service 
to  more  of  these  schools  in  1973* 

3*  There  v/as  a limited  service  which  provided  a prOi&rramme  of  talks  to 

Junior  Schools.  Films  and  film  strips  Vi/ere  used.  They  included 
'Personal  Hygiene',  'Dentition'  and  'Menstruation'.  This  field  was 
limited  by  the  availability  of  staff. 

4»  In  the  Comprehensive  and  Senior  Schools  the  Health  Visitors  carried 

out  detailed  programmes  of  Health  Education.  These  were  tailored  to 
fit  the  requirements  of  the  school.  These  v;ere  needed  in  some  instances 
for  the  C.S.E.  courses.  The  talks  and  demonstrations  ranged  from 
mothercraft,  home  accidents,  child  development,  smoking,  drugs,  to 
venereal  disease  and  family  planning. 

Mothercraft  Teaching  Classes 

5»  These  continued  to  function  in  a very  satisfactory  v/ay.  The 

syllabus  in  1972  included  Family  Planning  - a film  and  visual  aids 
were  used.  This  was  very  well  received.  The  evening  session  was  open 
to  expectant  fathers,  v;ho  attended  to  see  the  film  on  the  birth  of  a 
baby. 

Mothers'  Clubs 

6.  During  the  year  more  clubs  opened  in  the  Division.  There  is  nov/ 

one  in  each  area.  The  attendances  have  varied.  The  clubs  have  tended 
to  take  time  to  grow,  but  once  they  function  supply  a very  important 
service  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  young  mothers  in  the  community. 

Some  of  the  clubs  support  voluntary  organisations  v/orking  the  field 
of  child  care. 
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Child  Welfare  Clinics 


7*  The  field  in  which  the  majority  of  health  education  was 

carried  out  was  on  a person  to  person  basis,  although  teaching 
in  social  informal  groups  v;as  done.  Displays  were  used 
throughout  the  year. 

8.  Staff  undertook;  talks  to  both  youth  and  adult  groups 

in  the  evening.  Most  interest  was  in  venereal  disease, 
family  planning  and  drugs* 

9*  Refresher  training  of  staff,  films  and  demonstrations, 

were  used  in  the  field. 

10.  Posters  and  leaflets  issued  to  factories  and  public 

buildings,  e.g.  libraries.

Screening  Tests 

Cervical  Cytolgg-y 

This  service  provides  for  the  examination  of  women,  v;ho,  although 
physically  well,  may  suffer  from  a pre-caiioerous  condition  known  as 
Carcinoma-in-Situ.  All  that  is  involved  is  a simple  and  painless 
examination  and  the  taking  of  a cervical  smear. 

There  has  been  a steady  flow  of  applications. 

During  the  year  552  sraears  v/ere  taken  and  10  patients  were  found 
to  have  positive  smears. 

V7ell  Woman  Clinic 

A special  clinic  session  is  held  at  the  Castleford  Health  Centre 
every  Tuesday  afternoon  at  which  married  ladies  are  invited  by 
appointment  to  be  examined  by  one  of  our  Medical  Officers.  The 
follov/ing  tests  and  examinations  are  carried  outs-

During  the  year  35  clinics  were  held  and  35^  patients  examined. 

It  was  necessary  to  refer  1 patient  to  her  General  Practitioner. 

The  results  of  all  the  tests  are  sent  to  the  patient's  General 
Practitioner  as  a routine. 

Ortolani  Testing  for  Congenital  Dislocation  of  the  Hip 

This  test  is  carried  out  by  midwives,  health  visitors  and  clinic 
doctors  on  babies  coming  into  their  hands  for  the  first  time.  During 
the  year  3 children  were  referred  to  specialists  and  confirmed  as  cases 
of  congenital  dislocation  of  hip  and  splinted.  Seventeen  other 
children  were  referred  to  specialists  but  found  not  to  have 
dislocation  of  hip  or  given  appointments  for  further  investigation. 

Phenylketonuria 

Phenylketonuria  is  an  inherited  metabolic  disease  which  causes 
brain  damage  and  mental  deterioration,  but  if  diagnosed  early  there  is 
the  possibility  of  preventing  irreversible  mental  deterioration  if 
special  dietary  control  is  taken.  Every  child  has  a simple  blood 
test  performed  at  about  six  days  old.  This  is  done  either  in  the 
maternity  home  or  by  the  domiciliary  raidvdfe. 

The  tests  on  all  babies  in  this  area  during  the  year  proved 
negative. 
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Assessment  of  the  Health  of  Youn^  Children 


For  the  past  tv;o  years  or  so  all  children  have  had  their  hearing 
tested,  subject  to  the  agreement  of  the  parents,  at  certain  specified 
ages,  8 months,  18  months  and  3 years  of  age.  In  July,  1971?  a further 
scheme  was  introduced  to  monitor  the  health  of  pre-school  children  in  an 
effort  to  isolate  defects,  take  remedial  action  and  keep  children  with 
defects  under  observation. 

All  children  are  now  seen  by  Health  Visitors,  again  subject  to 
parental  consent,  at  the  ages  of  3 months,  6 months,  10  months,  18  months, 
3 years,  and  4 years  of  age,  to  verify  that  normal  development  is 
progressing.  Children  thought  not  to  be  making  normal  progress  are 
examined  b^'’  one  of  the  Authority's  Medical  Officers  specially  trained 
in  this  v;ork.  Appropriate  action  can  then  be  taken.  In  those  cases 
v/here  a child  may  suffer  from  a handicap  which  will  eventually  require 
special  education  provision,  advance  v/arning  can  be  given  to  the  Education 
Authority  on  the  need  for  accommodation.

Children  born  on  or  after  1st  April?  1968,  have  been  dealt  v/ith 
under  this  schedule.  All  the  appointments  and  follov/-up  procedures 
are  dealt  with  by  the  County  Council  computer  at  Wakefield. 

Immunisation  against  German  Measles  (Rubella)  commenced  in 
October,  1970?  and  this  v/as  to  be  available  to  all  girls  between  their 
eleventh  and  fourteenth  birthday.  Due  to  the  shortage  of  vaccine, 
priority  in  the  first  instance  was  given  to  those  girls  in  their 
fourteenth  year.  As  supplies  are  more  freely  available  all  girls 
between  11  and  14  years  of  age  have  been  offered  vaccination. 

The  immunity  which  it  gives  lasts  a considerable  time?  and  through 
the  usual  child  bearing  life*  That  is  the  important  fact?  for  although 
Rubella  is  usually  a mild  disease  in  childhood  and  adolescence  it  can 
cause  miscarriages  or  handicaps  in  the  baby  if  the  disease  occurs  in 
the  early  months  of  pregnancy.  Some  of  these  handicaps  (including 
blindness,  deafness  and  heart  disease)  are  very  serious  indeed.

School  Health  Service 

The  "basis  of  the  School  Health  Service  has  traditionally  been  founded  on 
the  routine  medical  inspection  of  all  pupils  at  certain  stages  of  their 
school  life.  Changing  social  patterns  and  the  ready  availability  of  medical 
attention  through  the  National  Health  Service  have  induced  many  authorities 
to  concentrate  the  efforts  of  school  doctors  more  on  the  ascertainment  and 
follow-up  of  children  with  special  handicaps  or  about  whom  nurses,  teachers, 
or  parents  are  concerned. 

In  September,  I968,  it  was  decided  to  retain  as  routine  examinations 
only  the  first  (entrants)  and  the  last  (leavers)  for  all  children.  In  the 
intervening  years  the  parents  are  asked  to  complete  a Health  Questionnaire 
and  only  those  children  thought  to  require  examination  are  dealt  with.  The 
following  tables  shov/  the  number  of  examinations  carried  out  and  the  defects 
found.

Cleanliness  Inspections 

Routine  and  request  inspections  were  carried  cut  at  each  school  by- 
the  school  nurses  and  a total  of  46? 9^7  inspections  and  re- inspections  were 
carried  out.  Six-hundred  and  one  individual  children  were  reported  to  be 
unsatisfactory  but  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  in  the  majority  of  cases 
the  degree  of  infestation  is  extremely  light. 

The  ranedial  procedure  adopted  on  the  discovery  of  these  defects  is  to 
notify  the  parents  informally  in -the  first  instances  visiting  if  necessary 
to  give  advice  on  the  methods  of  dealing  with  infestation.  If  cure  is  not 
effected  the  nurse  visits  the  home  and  interviews  the  parents,  and  finally, 
if  it  is  evident  that  insufficient  care  is  being  exercised,  the  Statutory 
Notice  under  the  Education  Act,  1944?  is  sent  requiring  the  child  to  be 
cleansed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical  Officer  or  to  the  person 
appointed  by  him  for  that  purpose  within  48  hours.

Family  Planning 

The  County  Council  allov/s  free  use  of  clinic  premises  and  equipment 
to  the  Family  Planning  Association  and  in  addition  pays  for  the  cost  of 
medical  advice  to  all  patients  and  for  the  cost  of  appliances  for  patients 
referred  on  medical  grounds  only. 

In  this  area  the  Assocation  holds  weekly  sessions  at  the  Castleford 
Right  own  Hospital,  Central  Clinic,  Pontefract,  and  at  the  Knottingley 
Health  Centre.  Sessions  are  also  held  at  the  Norraanton  Child  V/elfare 
Clinic  three  times  each  month. 

Battered  Babies 

Early  in  1970,  Ministry  Circular  C.M.  0.  2/7O  drev/  attention  to  the 
problem  of  young  children  who  are  injured  by  their  parents.  It  was  felt 
that  local  discussion  should  take  place  amongst  all  agencies  concerned 
with  child  care  so  that  a definite  course  of  action  should  be  planned 
for  dealing  with  this  problem. 

A Committee  was  therefore  established  in  the  Divisional  area  involving 
the  Consultant  Paediatrician,  Consultant  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  Divisional 
Medical  Officers,  Children's  Officer,  N.S.P.C.C. , Nursing  Officers  and  Police. 
The  need  for  early  recognition  of  the  problem  was  discussed  and  a policy 
formulated  for  dealing  v/ith  any  case  or  suspected  case  of  the  syndrome. 
Following  the  original  meeting  subsequent  committee  meetings  have  been  called 
to  deal  with  individual  cases.  These  have  proved  most  helpful  and  excellent 
liaison  has  been  established  between  the  Hospital  Service,  the  Local 
Authority  Services  and  the  N.S.P.C.C.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council » 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1972, 

Although  a considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  in 
connection  with  Local  Government  Re-organisation  - attending 
meetings,  extracting  and  providing  information  as  required  - 
every  effort  was  made  to  attend  to  the  day  to  day  routine  of  the 
department,  and  all  urgent  matters  received  the  appropriate 
action. 

The  slum  clearance  programme  was  continued  but  it  became 
increasingly  more  apparent  as  the  j^’ear  drew  on  that  the  housing 
situation  generally  was  deteriorating.  The  spiralling  costs  of 
houses,  together  with  mortgage  difficulties  drastically  reduced 
the  number  of  would  be  owner/occupiers  from  Council  tenants, 
so  that  less  properties  became  available  for  re-letting  than  of 
late.  This  resulted  in  some  delay  in  re- housing  from  condemned 
properties,  although  fortunately  many  of  these  houses  were, 
or  became  vacant,  reducing  the  numbers  to  be  re-housed  by  the 
Council.  The  lack  of  Council  building  further  added  to  the 
problem,  only  the  25  bungalows  in  Green  Lane  being  commenced, 
none  of  which  were  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.  As  a result, 
the  number  of  new  applications  for  dwellings  exceeded  the  lettings 
by  approximately  30^. 

As  this  will  no  doubt  be  the  last  report  to  be  prepared  I 
take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  all  Members,  the  staff  of  my  department 
and  colleagues  in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health's  Department  and 
all  other  departments  of  this  Authority  for  their  assistance  and 
co-operation  throughout  my  years  of  service,  in  particular  these 
last  15  years  in  n^-  position  of  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  wish  them  well  in  v;hatever  sphere  they  find  themselves  after 
re-organisation.

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SANITARY  circumstances 


WATER  SUPrLY 


All  dwellings  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  mains  water 
supply  which  is  obtained  from  the  Wakefield  and  District  Water 
Board,  In  general,  complaints  are  made  direct  to  the  responsible 
Officers  of  the  Board  so  that  this  Department's  knowledge  of 
alleged  inadequacy  is  usually  limited  to  those  cases  where  private 
service  pipes  are  at  fault. 

Weekly  chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  are  taken  by  the 
Board's  Chemist,  of  the  raw  water  and  of  water  entering  the  supply 
after  final  treatment.  Immediate  check  samples  are  talcen  of 
any  proving  unsatisfactory,  the  chlorine  dosage  is  increased  and 
the  matter  fully  investigated.  Any  nev/  mains  are  cleared  by  the 
Chemist  before  being  brought  into  use. 

As  previously  reported,  the  water  at  source  is  more  acid  than 
your  original  supply  and  to  obtain  a stable  p.H.  value,  the 
final  level  is  maintained  at  9. 

The  fluoride  content  continued  to  be  negligible,  never 
exceeding  o.l  p.p.m. 


SWIM  ID;  G BATIiS 


The  swimming  bath  at  St.  Wilfrid's  R.G.  High  School  is  in  use 
throughout  the  school  year,  whilst  the  Lister  Baths  were  open 
from  March  to  November, 

There  is  one  pool  at  the  school  and  two,  one  large  and  one 
small,  at  the  Lister  Baths.  The  water  is  dravrn  initially  from  the 
public  mains  and  is  maintained  in  satisfactoi^’'  condition  in  both 
cases  by  fully  automatic  treatment  plant,  the  water  at  the 
Lister  Baths  being  ch  nged  every  three  hours  and  at  the  school 
every  six  hours. 

Chlorine  content  and  p.H,  value  are  checked  three  times  daily 
by  the  respective  responsible  officers. 

The  total  number  of  bacteriological  samples  taken  was  230 
of  which  213  were  entirely  satisfactory  with  completely  negative 
results.  Of  the  17  "sub- standard"  samples  only  two  contained 
coliform  bacteria,  (amounting  to  3,)>  and  the  plate  count  in  each 
case  was  10.  Check  chlorine  content  saiaples  revealed  that 
low  chlorine  content  to  be  the  cause.  In  ail  II6  check  chlorine 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 

Once  again,  these  results  indicate  a very  high  standard,  to 
the  credit  of  both  superintendents.

By  the  end  of  the  yezr  there  were  5119  houses  with  water  closets, 
and  two  without,  one  having  a pail  closet  and  the  other  an  earth 
closet.  Neither  can  be  connected  to  a sewer. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  Councils  consultants  continued  with 
their  preparation  of  the  nevj  sewerage  system  and  sewage  works 
alterations,  xlll  aspects  being  investigated  to  produce  the  most 
suitable  system  for  the  district.

Infectious  disease  cases  were  investigated  as  follows

INSECT  INFEST.xTIONS 

Normal  routine  treatments  were  carried  out  against  a variety 
of  insects. 

Again  a large  number  of  wasps  nests  were  treated.  There 
seems  to  be  no  apparent  reason  for  this  increased  activity  except 
where  new  building  takes  place  in  the  more  rural  areas. 

Unfortunately,  due  to  invasion  of  houses  by  the  wasps  the  nests 
had  to  be  eradicated. 

Some  iidnor  treatments  against  stravjberry  seed  beetles  were 
again  necessary  in  the  Huntvdck  Crescent  ii.rea.  Their  numbers  had 
obviously  been  greatly  reduced  and  as  again  the  winter  had  been 
fairly  mild,  one  can  assume  that  previous  treatments  had 
been  reasonably  successful r 

COIMON  LODGING  .HOUSES 

There  are  no  cormnon  lodging  houses  within  the  district, 

MOVK'^LE  DWELLINGS 

The  caravan  mentioned  in  the  1971  report  for  which  planning 
permission  was  refused,  remained  on  site  all  the  year  and  became 
the  subject  of  legal  proceedings. 

The  use  of  sites  by  itinerants  occurred  occasionally.  In 
the  main  they  were  persuaded  to  move  but  on  a few  occasions 
police  help  was  needed. 
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RODEIIT  CONTROL 


It  was  not  necessary  to  treat  the  sev/ers  in  1972. 

The  refuse  tip  and  sewage  works  receive  regular  attention 
and  all  complaints  are  promptly  investigated. 

No  serious  problems  arose,  al thought  the  number  of  complaints 
and  treatments  were  higher  than  usual. 


The  table  below  sets  out  the  incidence  of  infestations  and 
control  measures  taken  for  the  12  months  1st  January  to 
31st  December,  1972.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


REFUSE  COLi^CTIOH  A'iP  DISPOSAL 


Domestic  refuse  was  collected  by  two  full  time  vehicles 
1 X 25  cubic  yard  and  1 x 15  cubic  yard.  Both  are  fore  and  aft 
tippers  with  powerpress.  A similar  vehicle  of  12  cubic  yard 
capacity  was  used  for  the  collection  of  shop  salvage  and  as 
a replacement  when  necessary. 

The  bonus  scheme  prepared  in  1971  was  still  not  accepted 
by  the  refuse  collection  teams,  in  spite  of  many  discussions. 
The  'task'  system  was  discontinued  and  at  various  times  delays 
in  collections  resulted  in  complaints  as  a result  overtime  had 
to  be  worked  to  make  up  the  back  log  on  many  occasions. 

Disposal  v;as  by  tipj,>ing  on  the  one  site  where  lov/  lying 
farm  land  is  being  reclaimed. 

CESSPOOL  Arid  GULLY  miTIIIG 


The  houses  served  by  cesspools  are  mainly  concentrated 
in  two  areas,  namely  Ackton  Ivood  Pastures  and  part  of  Ackworth 
Road,  Purston,  with  a few  others  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district. 

iill  the  cesspools  are  emptied  regularly  by  the  cesspool/ gully 
machine,  which  is  also  used  for  street  gully  cleansing  on  the 
Council's  roads,  releasing  serious  drain  or  sewer  stoppages, 
and  when  necessary  as  a snowplough. 

SkOICE  CONTROL 


DOiiESTIC 


There  was  again  no  change  in  the  Council's  declared  policy 
in  connection  with  Smoke  Control  areas,  but  plans  for  future 
Council  building  allow  for  control  by  design  either  by  district 
heating  or  by  off  peak  electric  heating.  Some  unlaiown 
reduction  in  pollution  from  the  domestic  field  is  achieved  by 
the  voluntary  action  of  individuals. 

The  nuiiiber  of  Council  owned  dwellings  v;hich  are  siaokeless 
by  design  remained  at  123. 

IKDUSTRIiiL 


There  were  no  major  problems  arising  in  the  industrial 
sector.  On  occasions  the  scrap  cable  recovery  plant  again 
produced  smoke,  to  which  the  operators  attention  v/as  drawn.
